1 wish to say to the voters of this district that though I 
did not make an aggressive campaUm and felt that it would 
not be in good taste with three of us running from De Leon, 
yet I carried, or was high man at Oe Leon. I also carried Co­ 
manche County where all four of the candidates for this office 
live and one well known at my old home box where I grew 
up, I got more votes than all my opponents together.
